| THE MORMON 


Who Cut his Child’s Throat has 
his Examination. 


San Francisco Democrats will not Jollify— 
Randall’s Views—100,000 Soldiers 
whe Deserve Pensions. | 


Associated Press Afternoon Disprich<s.] 
Santa Ana, Nov. 12.—In the case of 
Smith, charged with murder in killing 
his own son, the examination was held 
at Westminster yesterday. On being 
arraigned, Smith pleaded guilty as 
charged, and reiterated his statem ent of 
committing the crime under divine in- 
spiration as a sacrifice to the Lord. The 
only witnesses were Smith and his wife, 
both of whom gave sickening details of 
the horrible affair and the way it was 
carried out. The wound was an im- 
mense cut in the chest, one strong blow 
with a large butcher knife driven with 
such force as to cut the breast bones and 


penetrate some eight inches. When 
the murderous blow’ was struck 
the boy was kneeling before his 
parents. The body was disinterred and 


‘decomposition was found to have set in, 


yet, regardless of the sickening sight 
before him, Smith stood over the partly 
decomposed body and deliberately re- 
placed the knife in the ugly wound, 
showing just how he committed the 
deed. There was no one present when 
the murder was committed except the 
inhuman parents. The scene of the 
crime is a small island off the Bolsa 
Chica beach, about five miles southwest 
of Westminster and three miles south- 
east of Anaheim landing. It is impossi- 
ble to reach the spot without a boat, 
and it is rare that anyone goes there. 
The nearest house is about a mile and a 
half distant. The body was kept in the 
house seven days beforg being buried, 
‘‘ waiting further inspiration from 
God.’’ The mother has not been ar- 
rested, but probably will be to- 
moftow, charged with complicity in 
the crime. Aside from this mat- 
from God, they 
are rational and very shrewd, but 
on this they are cranks. Smith was 
bound over to appear on the charge of 
murder, and is now-in the county jail in 
Los Angeles. Onthe conclusion of the 
examination and the finding of the Jus- 
tice being announced, there was a strong 
feeling in favor of lynch law.

How the Ex-Speaker Regards the

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 13. muel J. 
Randall, who was to-day referring to 
I believe the recent

greatly reducing the public expenses 
both in the general and local govern- 
ments. Such reductions are easily at- 


tainable and can be secured without 
friction to the proper administration of 
public affairs.

There are many questions vital to the 
prosperity of the country that must be 
met, and among the number none is 
more important than doing away with 
the Internal Revenue system.

Bradlaugh Still Barred Oat — Irish 
and Egyptiau Affairs. 
Lonpon, Nov. 13.—Bradlaugh went to 
the Commons this afternoon to try to 
take his seat. He had a brief personal 
consultation with the Speaker of the 
House, and was informed by him that 
the order of expulsion was still in force. 


He then withdrew, without making any 
effort towards securing his seat. 

Lonvon, Nov. 13.—In the Commons, 
to-day Trevallyan, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, stated that the first cost of 
working the Irish Arrears Act would be 
paid out of the Irish Church syrplus.

Seeing the statement 
of the Premier was so unsatisfactory, it 
was most necessary that an early date 
for the discussion of affairs in Egypt be 
fixed by the House, inclufling the ques- 
tions of the surrender of Arabi.

TRANSIT OF VENUS. 


ant Celestial Eveat. 
I. 
To the Editor: 


As we are to have on the 6th of next 
month one of those celestial phenomena 
which rarely occur in a lifetime, it may 
not be unworthy of a brief notice in 
yourcolumps. f refer to the transit of 
the planet Venus across the sun’s disc, 
December 6th, 1882. Asit may be of 
interest to some, I will therefore speak 
very briefly of the following points: 
Ist. The history and importance of 
observing the phenomenon. 2d. The 


principles involved in determining the 
sun’s parallax from the data given by 
the various observations. 3d. The time 
of the various phases as they will occur 
at Los Angeles and vicinity.

A result of all the observations 
gave the sun’s parallax 8’’.5776. It 
may be remarked here that the older 
methods (whichI have not time to ex- 
plain here) made the solar parallax vary 
all the way from 6” to 61’. The im- 
portance attached to the occasion — 
be seen from the fact that ifthe par 
lax of one of the planets,or sun, becomes 
definitely known, then the distance to 
and magnitude of each of the other plan- 
ets becomes known also.
